would. In 1873 he made a successful effort 
before the board of education to obtain free 
schvuol education for colored children, and to 
establish free night schools. In 1875, through 
lus intluence, the German language became a 
branch of study in the public schools, and in 
1877 he was equally successful in making in- 
dustrial drawing a regular branch of study in 
the schocis. Tor these liberal efforts, he was 
serenaded by his German friends, and the col- 
ored citizens presented him with a gold-headed 
cane.

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THE LINEAGE OF JOHN HU?P AND ANN ROWE HUPP FAMILY 


JOHN HUPP was one of five brothers who, in 1769, came from the 
Shenandoah Valley and first settled in what is now Green County, Pinna, 
and in 1777 received a grant for two tracks of land located on the west 
bank of the Dutch Fork of Buffalo Creek, Donegal Township, Washington 
County, Pennsylvania. 


ANN (ROWE) HUPP, Wife of John Hupp, was the daughter of Adam Rowe 
who in the fall of 1776, with his wife and three sons were on their way to 
Kentucky, when they were ambushed by Indians. Mrs. Rowe and one son were 
killed, one son captured, Adam Rowe and son Jacob excaped and returned to 
Miller's Block House on Buffalo Creek, and there related the sad story to 
the daughter and sister, Ann Rowe Hupp. (Ref. History of Upper Ohio Valley.) 
This establishes the marriage of John Hupp and Ann Rowe before the year 1776 

The five Hupp brothers who came to the frontier from the Shenandoah 
Valley were Philip, John, Frank, Palsar, or Everheart as he was sometimes 
called, and another brother whose name was not preserved. 


John Hupp on October 1, 1777 and George Hupp on Oct. 15-1777, took 
and subscribed the oath of allegance and fidelity as divested by the act 
of the General Assembly of Virginia. (Ref. Greater Wheeling and Vicinity.) 
From this information, it is the opinion of some that George Hupp was the 
fifth brother whose name was not preserved. From mouth to ear tradition, 
one brother married a Squaw, and as two of the brothers were killed by 
Indians, one can only surmise why one brother's name was not preserved. 

Frank Hupp was shot by Indians at Jonathan Link's Cabin twelve miles 
east of Wheeling on Middle Wheeling Creek in the year 1771. John Hupp 
was killed while defending Miller's Block House on Buffalo Creek, Easter 
Sunday, March 31-1782.
